The military radio saidboth had committed suicide. But this 
caused doubts since both are Catholics and Diem is a particularly 
devout Catholic.

These sources j&aid that they escaped from 
palace by an underground tunnel shortly before <fc£arines overran 
it. Then Diem was spotted in a small Catholic Church in Cholon. 
Was not known by ^Government Whether Nhu was with him. Military 
leaders dispatched troops and armored oars and both men were 
taken prisoner.
